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PREFACE. 



The History of Greece, by Mr. Mitford, has- 
ranked for so many years in the estimation of 
the public generally, and classical students in 
particular, as a work of the highest authority, 
that encomiums upon it might be considered 
equally presumptuous, as a recommendation of 
it would be unnecessary. It will be sufficient 
therefore to remark, that this supplementary 
Volume has been drawn up for the purpose of 
assisting the latter class of readers in overcoming 
those obstacles which its elaborate and compre- 
hensive plan necessarily presents to the acqui- 
sition of a thorough knowledge of its details. 
A Series of Questions adapted with accuracy 
iand minuteness to each consecutive chapter 
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and section of the History, will, it is hoped, 
enable them to ascertain by self-examination, 
with the greatest certainty and satisfaction, to 
what extent their reading may have proved 
effective, and on what points renewed diligence 
and consideration may be requisite. By those 
ci^gaged in tuition also, it may be presumed, 
that the same body of Questions will be found 
in some degree available, as a means of awa- 
kening the intellect, quickening the observation, 
and estimating the proficiency of their pupils 
in this essential branch of classical learning. 
The Chronological Synopsis of Events consists 
of a collection and orderly arrangement of the 
dates dispersed throughout the work, accom- 
panied with notices of the corresponding events 
given as nearly as brevity would permit in the 
words of the Historian, with references, for the 
convenience of the reader, to the Volume and 
the page. Some Miscellaneous Questions have 
next been appended, selected from Papers pro- 
posed at the Classical Examinations in the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge, from which those who are 
awaiting similar trials may form a judgment of 
the research and accuracy which is expected 
in this department of their reading. Lastly, 
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the Table of the principal Battles will, it is an- 
ticipated, prove subservient to the purposes of 
ready reference and assistance to th^ memory. 
With these introductory observationis, this 
undertaking is submitted to Preceptors and 
Students, in the hope that the labor which has 
been bestowed upon it will have rendered it 
conducive to a solid acquaintance with Grecian 
History, and with one of the most masterly 
works on that interesting subject.

The principal revolution in the northen 
provinces of Greece, of which we wc 
informed, was effected by the Boeotiani. 
a Thessalian people ; who, accordiic 
to Thucydides, about sixty years aftrt 
the Trojan war, migrating^ southwaii 
joined some of their own tribe beto 
settled in the neighbourhood of Thebes, 
and, overpowering the Cadmeians, cot- 
quered the whole province, from then- 
selves called Boeotia. (I. p. 363.)

eldest son of Hercules, associating Oxy- 
lus, an iStolian chieftain, their kins- 
man, crossed the Corinthian gulph from 
Naupactus, at the head of an army, 
with which, excepting the mountainous 
province of Arcadia, they overran the 
whole peninsula. This event is com- 
monly called the Return of the He- 
raclids. (I. p. 196.) 
Fn the reigii of Codrus, who, succeeded his 
father Melanthus in the kingdom of 
Attica, Atheps and Megara being hos- 
tile to each other, and a battle appearing 
unavoidable, the Delphian oracle was 
consulted about the event. The answer 
of the Pythoness was understood to im- 
port that the Peloponnesians would be 
victorious, provided they did not ki:H 
the Athenian king. This response 
being promulgated, Codrus, in the he- 
roic spirit of the age, devoted his life 
for the good of his country. (I. p. 368.) 
The first Olympiad, under the presidency 
of Iphitus, in which Coroebus was 
victor. (I. p. 259.) 
The Bacchiads, (a numerous branch of 
the royal family, so named from their 
ancestor Bacchis, fifth monarch in suc- 
cession from Aletes) put to death Te- 
lestes the reigning prince of Corinth, 
and assuming the government in asso- 
ciation, formed an Oligarchy. An an- 
nual magistrate presided, with the title 
of Prytanis^ but with very limited pre- 
rogatives ; and though oligarchies 
were generally odious, yet Corinth flou- 
rished under the BaccUads. (I. p. 285.) 
The Corinthians, first among the Greeks, 
built vessels of that improved construc- 
tion for war, which we commonly dis- 
tinguish by the Latin name Trireme ; 
and the first sea-fight recorded in any 
history was between Corinth and it^ 
own colony of Corcyra. (I. p. 286.^ 
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An oath was uniyersally taken by the Li- 
cedsemonians, That no length of time 
should weary them, no magnitude of 
misfortune should deter them, but th^ 
would prosecute the war, and, it is added 
by some writers, would on no accomt 
return to their families, till they hid 
subdued Messenia. This Violent reso- 
lution thus solemnly taken, Ampheia,a 
small town advantageously situated ftr 
covering the frontier, became their fint 
object A body of troops, led by their 
king Alcamenes, entered it by niglit: 
the gates being open and no guard kept, 
as no hostilities wejre apprehended. 
The place was taken with scarcely aaj 
resistance ; and all the inhabitants, ex- 
cept a few who escaped by flight, were 
put to the sword. ^1. p. 333.) 
[t was, according to Thucydides, in Ik 
very next year after the founding of 
Naxus, that Archias, a CorinthiaD,of 
Heraclid race, led a colony to Sidlj. 
To the southward of N axus, but still oi 
the eastern coast, he found a territoij 
of uncommon fertility, with a har- 
bour singularly safe and commodious. 
Within the harbour, and barely detach- 
ed from the shore, was an island, about 
two miles in circiimference, plentifallj 
watered by that remarkable fountaio, 
which, through the poets chiefly, has 
acquired renown by th^ name of Are- 
thusa. From this advantageous post 
he expelled the Sicels, and founded 
there the city which became the great 
and celebrated Syracuse. (I. p. 382.) 
On the death of Alcmsson, Charopswas 
raised to the archoni?hip, upon conditioi 
of holding it for ten years only. (I. p. 
389.) 

While Ardyes reigned in Lydia, a Scy- 
thian horde drove before them a Cim- 
merian horde, apparently of not tcit 
dissimilar manners. The conquerors, 
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pursoing eastward, entered Media, and 
overwiidmed that rich and powerfol 
kingdom. The Cimmerians had avoided 
It^evk by taking a more westerly coarse ; 
and, in their flight, little less terrible tp 
the nations among whom thej came, 
than the Scythians had beein to them- 
selves, ythey overran Asia Minor. (II. 
p.S.^ . 
Ithome was besieged and taken. Thus 
the impprtaiM; territory of Messenia was 
added 4o the dominion of Sparta. (I. p« 
338;) 

Aipong the most southern of that cluster 
of little islands in the ^Egean sea, called 
the Cyclades^ is Thera, planted at an 
early period by a colony from Lacedas- 
mon. This little i$laiid also sent out 
its colony : the city of Cyrene in Africa . 
originated thence. (I. p. 377.) 
Aristomenes, a vouth whose high natural 
spirit was still elevated by the opinion 
of his descent from Hercules, through a 
long race of Messenian kings, promoted 
a revolt throughout Messenia. Persons 
were sent privately to the former allies 
of the state, the Argians and Arcadians, 
to solicit assistance. Yerv favorable 
promises being received, Aristomenes 
and his party immediately attacked a 
body of Lacedemonians at Ders. A 
very obstinate action ensued, which 
terminatedi without victory tp either 
party : yet the Mes^enians were so sa« 
tisfied with the behaviour of Aristo^ 
menes, that they would have raised him 
to the throne. He prudently refused 
that invidious honor, but accepted the 
office of commander-in-chief of the 
forces. ^I. p. 342.) 
Six archons are. said to have followed 
Charops 1^ appointment for ten years. 
But, on.the expiration of the archonship 
of EiyxialB, the duration of the office 
was reduced to ^ single year, and U9 
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duties were divided among nine per8on9. 
(I. p. 389.) 

After the Bacchiads had held the admi- 
nistration of Corinth dorins some gene- 
rationSy they were expelled by Cypselus ; 
who, according to tne Grecian writers, 
in his own person restored monarchy, 
or, as it became popular to phrase it^ 
tyranny. (I. p. 285.) 

The Pylians, Methcmeans, and other Mes- 
senians of the coast, judging it vain to 
attempt the defence of their towns, 
embarked with their effects, in what 
vessels they could collect, and sailed to 
Cyllene, a port of Eleia. After the 
abandoning of Ithome which concluded 
the former war, some Messenians, join- 
ing with some adventurers from Chalcis 
in Eubcea, had wandered to Italy, and 
there founded the town of Rhegium. 
These colonists had perpetual variance 
with the Zancleans on the opposite 
coast of Sicily. Anaxilas, now prince 
of Rhegium, was of Messenian race. 
Hearing therefore of this second catas- 
trophe of his mother-country, he sent 
to inform the Messenians at Cyllene, 
that there was, in his neighbourhood, a 
valuable territory, and a town most 
commodiously situated, which should be 
theirs, if they would iissist him in dis- 
possessing the present proprietors, his 
inveterate enemies. The offer was ac- 
cepted : the confederates, victorious by 
sea and land, besieged Zancle ; and 
reducing the inhabitants to extremity, 
an accommodation was agreed upon, 
by which it was determined that the 
Messenians and Zancleans should hold 
the city and country in common as one 
people, but that the name should be 
changed to Messene. (I. p. 354.) 

The power of the Lydian monarchy was 
shaken by the irruption of the Cimme^ 
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rians. Some of the Grecian states, 
Miletus particularly, appear to have 
recovered independency ; for we find 
Sadyattes, son of Ardyes, toward the 
end of his reign, engaged in war with 
the Milesians. It was continued or 
renewed by his son Halyattes. (H. p. 
9.) 

We are not informed what, beyond a 
general sense of the intolerable evils of 
an unsettled government, and an un- 
certain jurisprudence, led to the legis- 
lation of Draco. (I. p. 392.) 
The contentions of the three factions, 
(Highlanders, Lowlanders, and Coast- 
men,) grew so threatening, that, accord- 
ing to Plutarch, many sober men began 
to think that nothing less than the esta^ 
blishment of regal power, or, as it was 
then called, a tyranny, could prevent 
greater evils. Then the superior cha- 
racter of Solon drew the attention of all 
parties. He was accordingly with gene- 
ral, or, it is said, unanimous consent, 
appointed archon, with peculiar powers 
for reforming the laws and constitution. 
(I. p. 399.) 
Already in the age of Solon, Agrigentum, 
originally a colony from Qela, was be- 
come a considerable independent com*, 
monwealth, when Phalaris, a Cretan, 
acquired the sovereignty, Crete had 
been, jointly with Rhodes, the mother- 
country of Gela. (II. p. 260.) 
Periander, son of Cypselus, ranked among 
the sages celebrated by the title of the 
Seven Wise-men of Greece, was suc- 
ceeded by his son, whose reign however 
was short. A commonwealth was then 
established; in which enough was re- 
tained of the oligarchy to temper the 
turbulence and capriciousness of demo^ 
cratical rule ; and Corinth, though not 
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CHRONOLOGICAL 

tbe most renowned, had perhaps the 
happiest govemment of Greece. ([. p. 
286.) 

Croesus, after much hesitation, at length 
determined upon war. He led his army 
into those provinces beyond the river 
Halvs which had formed part of the 
Median monarchy. Cyrus immediately 
quitted his Assyrian foes to march 
against Croesus. One great battle de- 
cided the fate of Lydia.

Aristogeiton and Harmodius, two Athe- 
nians of middle rank, induced by private 



and Hipparchus. For the time of exe- 
cuting their intention they chose the 
festival of Panathenaea. (I. p. 447.) 
The Lacedsemonians determining to in- 
vade Attica, sent an army under their 
king Cleomenes. It was joined by the 
Alcmaeonids. A battle was fought at 
Pallenium, where the tyrant was defeat- 
ed, and siege was laid to Athens. Hip- 
pias and his principal partizans sent 
their children out of the garrison, to be 
conveyed to a place of safety. They fell 
into the enemy's hands ; and the fathers, 
unable by any other means to save them, 
consented to surrender Athens and leave 
its territory in five days. Hippias re- 
tired to Sigeium on the Hellespont. 
(I. p. 450.) 

Twenty ships, at the solicitation of Aris- 
tagoras, were voted by the Athenians to 
assist the Ionian confederacy against 
the oppression of Persia ; and these 
ships, adds the historian, were the be- 
ginning of evils to Greeks and barba-* 
rians. The Athenian ships arrived at 
Miletus, with five added by the Bre- 
trians of Kuboea. The combined fleet 
sailed to Ephesus ; and by a bold stroke 
to profit from the Persian remissness, 
the land forces debarking, marcl^ed di- 
rectly to Sardis, distant about sixty 
miles. A battle however ensuing, in 
which the Greeks were entirely defeated, 
the Athenians recalled their ships, and 
would no more take part in the war. 



It was now the sixth year of the war, 
when the Persian army sat down before 
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Miletus. A naval battle ensaed, in 
>vhich the Persians, through the trea- 
chery of the SamianSy were victorious ; 
and being masters of the sea, pressed 
the siege of Miletus, and at length suc^ 
ceeded in the assaiilt. Darius settled 
the inhabitants at Ampe on the Eu- 
phrates. (II. p. 66.) 
The Persian fleet wintered at Miletus. 
Sailing in spring, the isltods Chios, 
Lesbos, Tenedos, immediately sub- 
mitted. The army at the same time 
proceeded against the Ionian towns. 
(II. p. 70.) 

In the second spring after the redaction 
of Miletus, a great change was made in 
the administration of the provinces bor- 
dering on the Grecian seas. Artaphemes 
w^as recalled, with most of the principi^ 
officers of his satrapy, and Mardomus, 
a young man of highest rank, who had 
lately married a daughter of Darimi^ 
was sent to take that great and impor- 
tant command. Under him the first 
Persian armament was led against 
Greece. The fleet being shattered by 
a storm in doubling the promontory of 
Athos, no farther progress was eflTecte^l. 
{II. p. 76.) 

The first object in the next spring was the 
little island of Thasus, formerly the 
seat of the principal Phoenician factoir 
in the ^gean sea ; barren in its soil, 
but rich by its gold mines, and still 
more by those which its inhabitants 
possessed on the neighbouring continent 
of Thrace. An order came to them, in 
the name of the Persian king, to rare 
their fortifications, and to send all their 
ships of war to the Persian naval arsenal 
at Abdera. They obeyed. (II. p. 78.) 
The small success of Mardonius, in his 
expedition, had probably afforded means 
for intrigue to take effect to his disad- 
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vantat^e iu the court of Siisa. He was 
recalled, and the command at Sardis was 
given to Artaphernes, son of the late 
satrap of that name, with whom was 
joined Datis, a Median nobleman, pro- 
bably of greater experience. Under these 
the second Persian armament was sent 
aij^ainst Greece, which was defeated at 
Marathon. (II. p. 87.) 
Darius had the satisfacti(m to see the suc- 
cession amicably settled in faVor of 
Xerxes, his son by Atossa daughter of 
Cyrus, in preference to elder sons by a 
former marriage : but he died soon after, 
leaving Egypt to be recovered, and 
Greece to be punished, by his successor. 
The former object was accomplished in 
the second year of the reign of Xerxes. 
(II. p. 109.) 
Syracuse was already considerable, yet we 
do not find it particularly eminent among 
the Sicilian Greek cities till, toward the 
age of Xerxes, it was raised to power 
and fame by its great and beloved tyrant 
Gelon. (II. p. 261.) After an illustri- 
ous reign of only seven years, dying at 
no very advanced age, in the next year, 
if we can understand and may trust 
Diodoras, after the glorious battle of 
Himera, he was succeeded by his brother 
Hieron. The only considerable power 
besides in Sicily, was that of Theron 
prince of Agrigentum ; who, like Gelon, 
had raised himself from a private station. 
He outlived Gelon, according to Diodo- 
rus, seven years, dying in the first of the 
seventy-seventh Olympiad, after a reign 
of only ten. (IV. p. 2.) Hieron died in 
peace, in the eleventh year of his reign, 
and was succeeded in his authority by 
his younger brother Thrasybulus. (p. 6.) 
A revolution quickly followed, in which 
Thrasybulus finding his force insufficient 
for any hope of final success against the 
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democratical party, retired to Locri In 
Italy, where he passed the remainder of 
his days in private life. (p. 7.) In many 
towns the government, with the favorite 
name of democracy, was so unsteady^ 
that temptation arose for the powerful 
and wealthy to aspire to tyranny. In 
Syracuse especially this occurred ; but, 
of many adventurers, none succeeded : 
Tyndarion lost his life in the attempt, 
(p. 9.) Ducetius king of the Sicels de- 
feated the united forces of the Agrigen- 
tines and Syracusans. (p. 10.) In the 
next summer he was himself defeated, 
and conducted to Corinth, there to be 
maintained at the expense of the Syra- 
cusan government, (p. II.) The Syra- 
cusan chiefs aftei wards brought back 
Ducetius from Corinth. This was con- 
sidered by the Agrigentines as a measure 
inimical to them ; a war followed, and 
the Agrigentines being defeated, were 
compelled to receive terms of peace 
from Syracuse. Thus the Syracusan 
democracy became decidedly the leading 
power among the Greeks of Sicily, 
(p. 13.) 

At length, the levies for the invasion of 
Greece being completed, the forces 
from all the eastern and southern pro- 
vinces were assembled at Critali in 
Cappadocia. Thither Xerxes himself 
went to take the command. (II. p. 112.) 
Themistocles being arohon, and having 
already meditated to make Athens a naval 
power, works under his direction were be- 
gun for improving the port of Piraeus, and 
constructing a naval arsenal there. (II. 
p. 316.) 

Early in spring the army of Xerxes 
moved. (II. p. 112.) 

Xerxes halted several days at Therme, to 
refresh his troops, to acquire intelli- 
gence, and to collect guides. (11. p. 139.) 
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Early iu the morning the scouts of the 
army arrived, with information that the 
enemy had already passed the Phocian 
guard, and were descending toward the 
plain. Immediately a council of Gre- 
cian commanders was held. The de- 
bate ended in a general resolution to 
retreat, the Lacedaemonians and Boeo- 
tians only remaining. Leonidas himself 
determined, upon this great occasion, 
to ex&ibit to the world a memorable 
example of obedience to that law of 
Sparta, which forbad, under whatsoever 
disadvantage, to fly from an enemy. 
(H. p. 153,) 
The sea-fights off Artemisium, and battle 

of Salamrs ensued. 
On the forty-fifth day from the commence- 
ment of his march in Thessaly, Xerxes 
reached the Hellespont ; with an escort 
which, compared with the prodigious 
numbers a few months before under his 
command, might be called nothing. 
(II. p. 194.) 
The Athenians removed their families and 
effects to Salamis ; and about eight 
months after Xerxes had quitted Athens^ 
Mardonius, unopposed, retook posses^ 
sion of that city. (IL p. 213.) In the 
same year the battles of Plataea and 
Mycale were fought; and thus ended 
the expedition of Xerxes. 
Eighty talents of silver, allotted to Plataea, 
were employed by that heroic little 
commonwealth in building a temple ta 
Minerva, and adorning it with paint- 
ings, by the most eminent artisls of the 
time, which were preserved with so 
much care that they remained perfect, 
above six hundred years, to the age of 
Plutarch. A ftineral solemnity was at 
the same time instituted, to be annually 
performed by the Plataeans. (II. p. 
304.} 
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The new fortifications of Athens were be- 
gun and prosecuted, under the direction 
of ThemistocleS) in defiance of the re- 
monstrances of the Lacedaemonians and 
the other Peloponnesians. (II. p. 309.) 

Fortifications much more complete than 
those of the city, arose around a space 
sufficient for a town aknost equal to the 
city. Only half the intended height of 
the walls was ever accomplished ; yet 
such as Piraeus under the care of The* 
mistocles became^ it was the completest 
naval arsenal that the world had yet 
seen. (II. p. 317.) 

Many Grecian towns, not only in Asia, but 
even in Europe, remained yet under the 
dominion of Persia. A fleet was there- 
fore assembled, to the command-in-chief 
of which Pausanias was appointed : 
Aristides, attended by Cimon, com- 
manded the Athenian squadron. (II. 
p. 327.) 

In the ninth year after the battle of Plataea, 
(through the banishment of Themis- 
tocles, and the death of Aristides,) 
Cimon took the command-in-chief of 
the confederate forces by sea and land. 
(IL p. 336.) 
The battle of the Eurymedon ; in which 
Cimon acquired the singular glory of 
erecting two trophies, for two victories, 
one at sea, the other at land, gained by 
the same armament, in one day. (IL 
p. 341.) The death of Pausanias hap- 
pened in the same year. 
The fate of Pausanias involved with it 
that of Themistocles. Under the joint 
authority of the government of Athens 
and Lacedaemon, persons were sent with 
orders to apprehend him, wherever he 
could be found. (II. p. 351.) 
After having employed a year in acquiring 
the Persian language, Themistocles 
went to Susa. (II. p. 356.) In the same 
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year an earthquake orerthrew the city 
of Sparta. Also the siege of Thasus 
was commenced under the direction of 
Cimon. (II. p. 367.) 
Mycen© was a much smaller town than 
Argos ; but its people, encouraged by 
Lacedaemon, formed lofty pretensions. 
The far-famed temple of J nno, situated 
about five miles from Argos, and little 
more than one from Mycenae, was con- 
sidered by the Argians as theirs. Ne- 
vertheless, the Mycenaeans claimed the 
right to this supremacy, and also to 
preside at the Nemean games. The 
favorable opportunity afforded by the 
Helot rebellion was eagerly seized by 
the Argians, for ridding themselves of 
such troublesome and dangerous neigh^ 
hours. With their whole force laying 
siege to Mycenae, they took it, reduced 
the surviving people to slavery, and 
dedicating a tenth of the^spoil to the 
gods, totally destroyed the town, which 
was never rebuilt. (II. p. 376.) 
The Thasians, after a resistance of three 
years, were at length reduced. (II»p. 
368.) 

A prosecution was instituted against 
Cimon, but his popularity and defence 
sufficed to procure an honourable ac- 
quittal, ril. p. 370.) 
A considerable body of forces marched 
under the command of Cimon into Pe- 
loponnesus, for the purpose of assisting 
the Lacedaemonians in the siege of 
Ithome, on which place the insurgent 
Helots had seized and* made their prin^- 
cipal post. On their arrival at the 
camp of the besiegers, an assault upon 
the place was attempted, but with so 
little success, that recourse was again 
had to the old method of blockade. It 
was in the leisure of that inactive and 
tedious mode of attack that principally 
u 
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arosie those heart burnings which first 
occasioned an avowed national aversion 
between the Athenians and Lacedsemo- 
nians, and led, not indeed immediatelj, 
but in a direct line, to the fatal Pelo- 
ponnesian war. (II. p. 372.) The re- 
nunciation of the confederacy with> La- 
cedasmon, and banishment of Cimon 
ensued. 

Inarus, chief of «Dme African tribes ou 
the western borders of Egypt, having 
engaged the greater part of that rich 
country in rebellion, sent tb Athens 
proposals of alliance ; offering very ad- 
vantageous returns of assistance to 
oemplete the deliverance of Egypt from 
the Persian dominion. Charitimis 

. therefore was ordered to lead the whole* 
force under his command firom Cypras 
to the Nile. His rapid success a|>peared 
at first to justify the enterpnze i all 
yielded before him till he arrived at 
Memphis, the capital of Lower Egypt 
and he possessed himself of two divi- 
sions out of three which composed that 
vast city. A numerous body of Per- 
sians, and of those Egyptians who bad 
not joined in the revolt, retiring intO" 
the third division, called the Whiter 
castle, prepared for a vigorous defence. 
(II. p. 385.) This is also the period 
in which siege was laid to ^Egina by 
Leocrates, and the successes of Myro- 
nides over the Corinthians at Megara 
took place. 

The rugged province of Doris, the mother- 
country of the greater part of the Pelo- 
ponnesians, destitute of any considerable 
city, had three small towns, Boeon, 
Cytineon, Erineon (names hardly else- 
where occurring in Grecian history) in 

• which the little public business of so 
poor and thinly peopled a territory was 
transacted. The Phocians invading 
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Doris, took one of those towns. The 
LacedsemonianSy who always* bore a 
religious regard for their mother- 
country, were no sooner informed of its 
distress, than they prepared to relieve 
it. Twenty- five thousand men, under 
the command of Nicomedes son of Cle- 
ombrotus, then regent, marched toward 
Phocis. The Phocians surrendered the 
Dorian town, and submitted to the 
conditions imposed by the Lacedaemo- 
nians. (II. p. 390.) 
The Athenians resolved to oppose the 
return of the Peloponnesian army into 
the peninsula. Nicomedes therefore 
detennined to winter in Boeotia. The 
Athenians consequently prepared to 
attack him in the plain. With an army 
of scarcely less than thirty thousand 
men, they met him at Tanag^a, and a 
severe action ensued, so equally main- 
tained, that neither side could claim the 
victory. It was renewed on the follow- 
ing day, when the treachery of the 
Thessalian horse compelled the Athe- 
nians, after great slaughter on both 
sides, to leave the Peloponnesians mas- 
ters of the field. Nicomedes returned 
into Peloponnesus . ( 1 1 . p. 39 1 . ) 
On the sixty-second day after the unfor- 
tunate action of Tanagra, Myronides, 
general of the Athenian forces, met the 
Boeotian army, much more numerous 
than his own, at OSnophyta, and gained 
a complete victory. Tanagra was taken 
and dismantled ; and all Boeotia brought 
into alliance with Athens. (II. p. 393.) 
About the same time, Leocrates re- 
turned victorious over the little barren 
island of ^Egina. (p. 395 .) Also the 
long walls of Athens were completed, 
(p. 397.) 

Confident now in their strength, the 
Athenian government resolved to pro- 
u 2 
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secute oifensiye operations against their 
Peloponnesian enemies. TolmideSy with 
a strong squadron under his command, 
sailing round Peloponnesus, burnt the 
Lacedaemonian naval arsenal at Gv- 
thium, and proceeding into the Corin- 
thian- gulph, debarked his forces, de- 
feated the Sicjonians in an action by 
land, and took the town of Chalcis, a 
Corinthian settlement, on the coast of 

I j^tolia. Tolmides also collected the 
fugitives from Ithome, aud settled them 
at Naupactus, on the northern shore of 
the Corinthian gulph, under the revived 
name of Messeuians. (H. p. 397.) 

At last measures more consonant to the 
dignity of the empire werfe taken' for 
the recovery of Egypt. A very nume- 
rous army was assembled on the confines 
of Cilicia and Syria ; and a fleet was 
prepared in Phoenicia and the other 
maritime provinces. Megabazus, or 
Megabyzus, son of Zopyriis, head of 
one of the six great families of Persia, 
was appointed to the command-in-chief. 
The spring and summer were employed 
in collecting troops ; the autumn and 
winter in the endeavour to restore dis- 
cipline and skill in arms among tLem ; 
in Ihe following spring, Megabyzus led 
them into Egypt. His measures appear 
to have been judicious, and correspond- 
ent success followed. The Egyptians 
venturing a battle were defeated. The 
little army of Greeks, compelled to raise 
the siege of the White-Castle of Mem- 
phis, retired into an island of the Nile 
called Prosopitis, where their fleet 
joined them. In this strong situation 
their valour and discipline defied the 
Persian assaults. Wealth and numbers, 
however, under able management, may 
supply great deficiencies. Forming 
dikes and cutting water-courses, Mega^ 
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byzus drained the channel in which the 
Athenian galleys lay ; and while he thus 
made the fleet useless, which had been 
hitherto a great annoyance to him, he 
laid the army open to wide attack. Thus, 
after a siege of eighteen months, he 
took Prosopitis : a part of the Grecian 
troops, forcing their way through Li- 
bya, escaped to Cyrene; but the greater 
part perished. Inarus, the mover of 
the war, betrayed by his followers, was 
put to death by crucifixion ; and all 
Egypt, except the marshes, held by a 
chief named Amyrtaeus, submitted again 
to the Persian dominion. (H. p. 39S.) 
Orestes, son of Echecratides king of Thes- 
saly, being compelled to fly from his 
country, implored assistance from 
Athens. The Athenian people, exas- 
perated against the Thessalian govern- 
ment for the treachery of their troops 
in the affair of Tanagra, placed an army 
composed of the newly acquired auxi- 
liary force of Boeotia and Phocis, toge- 
ther with a body of Athenian troops, 
under the command of Myronides. He 
entered Thessaly, and penetrated as far 
Pharsalus. After an ineffectual 
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attempt upon the city, he withdrew his 
army from Thessaly, and returned to 
Athens. (II. p. 400.) 
Cimon was recalled. The lead in the 
negotiation with Lacedsemon, on the 
part of Athens, being committed to him, 
a cessation of hostilities was quickly 
agreed upon. But all interests, among 
the numerous republics concenied as 
allies of Lacedsemon, were not to be 
easily reconciled. Three years of in- 
termitted war elapsed before any treaty 
was concluded, and then nothing mope 
was effected than a truce for five yearg. 
(II. p. 404.) 
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Cimon laid siege to Citium in Cyprus^ 
but in the camp before that place , to 
the great misfortune of Athens and of 
Greece, he died. (II. p. 408.) 
The Lacedaemonians, sending a military 
force into Phocis, put the Delphians 
into possession of the temple, oracle, 
and treasury of Delphi. So arbitral^ 
an exertion of exclusive authority by 
the Lacedaemonian government, could 
not fail to excite indignation at Athens. 
An army was ordered to march, and 
the command was committed to Peri, 
cles. Thus what the Greeks called a 
Sacred war was kindled. Pericles re- 
stored the supremacy of the temple and 
its appendages to the Phocian people. 
We may fix upon this point as the ^ra 
of the most extensive power of the 
Athenian commonwealth. (II. p. 411.) 
Those Boeotians who had been banished 
in consequence of the Athenian con* 
quest, made themselves masters of Or- 
chomenus, Ch»ronea, and some smaller 
towns. The Athenian government pre- 
pared an army to reduce them. Tol- 
mides was appointed to the command. 
Chseroiiea was taken. In the mean 
time exiles from various parts, Boeoti- 
ans, and others, had assembled in largre 
numbers at Orchomenus : the Locriaiis 
joined them with their whole strength ; 
the Athenian forces, returning toward 
Attica, were attacked near Coronea. 
Tolmides was killed, and his army de- 
feated. The Athenian administration 
hastily concluded a treaty with the 
Boeotians, surrendering all claim upon 
Boeotia. (II. p. 416.) 
The success of the Boeotians had encou- 
raged others to follow their example. 
Euboea revolted. An army under Pcr 
ricles hastened to that island. It was 
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scarcely landed there, when intelligence 
strrived at Athens, that the Megarians, 
having renewed their connection with 
Corinth, had risen upon the Athenian 
garrison in Megara, overpowered it, 
and put all to the sword ; and this in- 
formation was qnickly followed by the 
alarming news, that the Lacedaemonians 
were preparing for an invasion of Attica. 
Pericles immediately led back his forces 
from Eubcea, and defeated the Mega- 
rians. (II. p. 418.) 

The Peloponnesian invasion did not take 
place till the following spring. A very 
formidable army then marched, under 
the command of Pleistoanax and Clean- 
dridas. Pericles succeeded, it is sup- 
posed, in an attempt to bribe the latter. 
Without any apparent cause, the Pdo- 
ponnesian army retreated into the pe- 
ninsula. (II. p. 419.) 

Before the end of the winter after the in- 
vasion of Attica, a tri^ce was concluded 
with the Peloponnesians, for the term 
of thirty years. (II. p. 421.) 

A dispute between two Asiatic states of 
the Athenian confederacy, led Athens 
into a war, which greatly endangered 
the truce made for thirty years, when it 
had scarcely lasted six. Miletus and 
Samos, claiming each the sovereignty of 
Priene, itself originally a free Grecian 
commonwealth, asserted their respective 
pretensions by arms. The Milesians 
applied to Athens for ^redress. A ii^ei 
of forty trireme gallies from Athens 
brought the SsUnians to immediate isub- 
mission ; their government was changed 
to a democracy ; and fifty men 9nd fifty 
boys, of the first ftimilies of the island, 
were taken as hostages, and placed 
under an Athenian guard in the island 
of Lemnos. (III. p. 14.) 

Epidamnus, a colony of Corcyra, being 
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torn by sedition, and vexed by a war 
with the nei^bouring barbarians, re- 
quested assistance from Corcyra. Their 
petition being rejected, the Epidam- 
nians, encouraged by the Delphian 
oracle, sent a deputation to Corinth, 
acknowledging that city as their me- 
tropolis, and submitting themselves to 
its authority. The Corinthians accepted 
the proposal. (III. p. 23.) 
The Corinthians hastened to use the force 
they had collected. The troops were 
already embarked, when they sent a 
herald to Corcyra formally to declare 
war. Off Actium in the Anactorian 
territory, at the entrance of the Ambra- 
cian gulph, a vessel came to them with 
a herald from Corcyra deprecating hos- 
tilities. Their herald having returned 
bearing no friendly answer, they quitted 
their port, met the enemy, and gained 
a complete victory, destroying fifteen 
ships. Epidamnus surr^idered to their 
forces on the same day. (III. p. 25.) 
It was not till late in the following spring 
that the Corinthians sent a fieet and 
some troops to Actium, to observe the 
motions of the enemy, and give protect 
tion to their friends. All the ensuing 
summer the rival armaments watched 
one another without coming to action, 
and on the approach of winter both 
retired within their respective ports. 
(III. p. 26.) 
Under the patronage of Athens, democracy 
of course prevailed at Plataea. A plot 
was concerted between Nauclides, the 
leading man of the aristocratical Pla- 
taeans, and Eurymachus, who held the 
greatest influence in Thebes. In the 
fifteenth year of the Thirty years truce, 
in the sixth month after the battle of 
Potidaea, an armed body, of somewhat 
more than three hundred Thebans, 
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reached Plataea about the first sleep, 
and entered unresisted. (III. p. 80.) 
In the third spring of the war, the Pelo- 
ponnesians changed their plan of offence. 
By the invasion and ravage of Attica 
for two following summers, the great pur- 
pose of the war was little forwarded. Of 
the continental dependencies of Athens 
none were so open to their attacks as 
Piatasa. Thus immediately was begun 
that siege, the first of which any con- 
nected detail remains in the annals of 
mankind. (III. p. 131.) 
While the Peloponnesians were thus 
bending their whole strength, and hi- 
therto so vainly, against the little town 
of Plataea, offensive operations were not 
neglected by the Athenians. Xenophon, 
son of Euripides, who had commanded 
the Athenian forces at the taking of 
Potidaea, was sent again into Chalci- 
dice. A little before harvest, he entered 
Bottiaea, and ravaged the country about 
Spartolus. A battle ensuing, Xeno- 
phon, with two general officers his 
colleagues, and above four hundred of 
their heavy-armed, were killed. (III. 
p. 138.) 

In the fourth year of the war, the Pelo- 
ponnesians entered Attica for the third 
time, still under the command of the 
Spartan king Archidamus. After no 
long stay, the army returned home and 
was disbanded, (ill. p. 159.) 
The siege of Mitylene, by the Athenians ; 
deputation in consequence from the 
Mitylenseans to Sparta. (III. p. 164.) 
More than two hundred of the besieged 
Plataeans effected their escape. (If I. 
p. 169.) 

Early in summer, the fleet of the Pelo- 
ponnesian confederacy sailed to the 
relief of Mitylene under tlie command 
of Alcidas ; and shortly after the Pelo-. 
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ponnesian army, commanded by Cleo- 
menes, as regent for PausaniaSy invaded 
Attica. Excepting that of the second 
year of the war, this was the most 4e- 
structive inroad that Attica had expe- 
rienced. (III. p. 172.) 
The unhappy Mitylenaeans surrendered 
their lives and fortunes to the pleasure 
of the Athenian people. (III. p. 182.) 
War had now broken out among the Si* 
cilian Greeks ; and toward the end of 
summer, after the return of Eurymedon 
from Corcyra, tjie Athenians sent a 
squadron of twenty ships, under Laches 
son of Melcuiopus and Charoeades son 
of Euphiletus, to assist the Leontines, 
an Ionian people, against the Syra- 
cusans, who were of Dorian race. (HI. 
p. 210. IV. p. 14. 16.) 
In the sixth spring, the command of the 
confederacy was given to Agis, son of 
Archidamus. The forces were assem* 
bled at the Corinthian isthmus for a 
proposed invasion of Attica, when the 
terrors of repeated earthquakes, which 
affected various parts of Greece with 
uncommon violence, checked the design, 
and the troops were dismissed. (III. 
p. 211.) 

While Attica was, in the seventh year of 
the war, a fifth time the prey of the 
Peloponnesian forces, now commanded 
by Agis king of Lacedaemon, the Athe- 
nians, contrary to the admonition of 
Pericles, were looking after foreign 
conquest, and coveting acquisition in 
the rich island of Sicily. In the winter, 
a fleet of forty triremes had been pre- 
paring for that service. Pythodoms 
was hastened off, with those first ready, 
to supersede Laches in the command of 
Sicily; and in spring the larger num- 
ber followed, under Eurymedon son 
of Thucles aud Sophocles son of Sos- 
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tratidas. (III. p. 232.) The oecnpation 
of Pylns by Demosthenes, and the 
blockade of Sphacteria ; also the expe - 
dition under Nicias to the Corinthian 
coast, come under the sanie date. 

rhe Athenians, under the command of 
Nicias and Autocles, seized upon the 
island of Cythera, an important appen- 
dage of the Lacedaemonian dominion. 
The Lacedaemonians, in opposition to 
the maxim of their great legislator, who 
forbad that Sparta should be fortified, 
now divided their strength in forts and 
strong posts, through the length of their 
winding coast. The consequence was, 
that the Athenians could land any where 
without risk ; they wasted the lands at 
pleasure ; and having defeated the only 
small body of troops that rashly ven- 
tured to oppose them, they erected their 
trophy, and returned to (Cythera. An 
Ionian trophy in Laconia was a thing 
unknown before, since the establish- 
ment of the Dorians in the country; 
and the Lacedaemonians felt severely 
the injury to their reputation. (III. p. 
270.) The battle and siege of Delium, 
and march of Brasidas into Thrace, 
belong to the same year. 

In the tenth spring of the war, Cleon took 
his departure from Piraeus with his 
armament, as commander-in-chief in 
Thrace. At Amphipolis he was de- 
feated and slain ; Brasidas also fell in. 
the same battle. (III. p. 329.) At the 
end of the year a peace was ratified be- 
tween Athens and Lacedaemon. Mi- 
nisters were at the same time sent to 
Sicily to promote a league hostile to 
Syracuse. (IV. p. 24.) 

By the intrigues of Alcibiades, a league 
offensive and defensive for a hundred 
years was concluded between the repub- 
lics of Athens^ Argos^ Elis and Man- 
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tinea. By this extraordinary stroke in 
politics, Athens, and no longer Lace- 
daemon, was the leading power even of 
the Dorian states, and head of the 
principal confederacy in Peloponnesus 
itself. (III. p. 374.) 
The measures of Alcibiades at home pro- 
cured his election to the high office of 
general-in-chief of the commonwealth. 
(III. p. 383.) 
The continued pressure of the Argian 
arms had reduced the Epidaurians, old 
and still faithful allies of Lacedsemon, 
to great distress. Some effort must be 
made, or all command and influence in 
Poloponnesus, beyond their own ter- 
ritory,, would be gone. The Lacedae- 
monian army marched under the com- 
mand of king Agis. A battle ensued 
near Mantinea in which the Laceda?,. 
monians were victorious. (Ill p. 388.) 
The unfortunate battle of Mantinea 
strengthened the oligarchal cause in 
Argos. An alliance, defensive and of- 
fensive, between Lacedaemon and Argos, 
accompanied with a renunciation, on the 
part of Argos, of the alliance with 
Athens, Elis, and Mantinea, quickly 
followed. The Mantineans next made 
their peace with Lacedaemon upon such 
terms as they could obtain. Thus, be- 
fore the end of winter, all the effect of 
the treacherous policy of Alcibiades was 
done away, and Peloponnesus was more 
completely than ever imited, not imme- 
diately in war, but in politics, against 
Athens. The democratical interest 
however still remained powerful in 
Argos; and, early in spring, a conspi- 
racy was formed to overturn the oli- 
garchy. The two parties came to action ; 
the oligarchal party was defeated ; and 
the former connection of Athens and 
Argos was restored. (III. p. 408.) 
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[ntrifi^ues of the oligarch al party being 
»tiil suspected in Argos, Alcibiades 
went thither in spring, and seized no less 
than three hundred, whom he placed in 
several islands of the iEgean, under the 
Athenian dominion. The next step of 
the Athenian democracy was the siege 
of Melos. (III. p. 412.) 
Vwo small republics, toward the western 
end of Sicily, Selinus and Egesta, be- 
came engaged in domestic war. The 
Selinuntines obtained assistance from 
Syracuse. The Egestans sent ministers 
to solicit aid from Athens. (IV. p. 26.) 
i n the following spring, a decree passed 
for sending assistance to Egesta. A 
splendid armament was consequently 
sent out under the command of Nicias, 
Alcibiades, and Lamachus. (IV. p. 29- 
45.) In thi» year the mysterious muti- 
lation of the terms of Mercury happened. 
The Lacedaemonians resolved to assist 
Syracuse, and to renew the war with 
Athens. In spring the force of Laconia 
was assembled, and marched against 
the Argian territory. On its arrival at 
Cleonae, an earthquake threw all into 
consternation ; the army immediately 
retreated, and the expedition was given 
up. (IV. p. 80.) 
Death of Perdiccas king of Macedonia, 
who appears to have left his kingdom 
altogether improved to his son Arche- 
laus. (VII. p. 280.) 
In the beginning of next spring, the La- 
cedaemonians with their allies, under 
Agis son of Archidamus, entered At- 
tica ; and after extending ravage over 
the plain which had been abandoned to 
them, applied themselves to fortify I)e- 
celeia. (IV. p. 105.) In the same year 
the news reached Athens of the total 
destruction of the Sicilian armament, 
(p. 165.) 
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In consequence of the Athenian defeat in 
Sicily, the aristocratical party through- 
out the Asiatic Grecian cities were im- 
mediately looking out for means of 
mending their condition by revolt. 
The Lesbians had begun : the Chians 
and Erythraeans followed. A treaty 
was concluded by the Lacedaemonians 
with the latter, and forty ships of war 
were voted to support them in their 
proposed revolt. (IV. p. 180.) A treaty 
of alliance followed between Tissa- 
phemes, in the name of the Persian 
monarch, and Chalcideus, in that of the 
Lacedaemonian republic, (p. 189.) The 
battle of Miletus, in which theAtheni - 
ans commanded by Phrynichus, were 
victorious over the Milesians and Pe- 
loponnesians led by Alciblades, hap- 
pened in this year. (p. 194.) 
Diodes overthrew the government esta- 
blished by Hermocrates. Under such 
circumstances he promoted a decree for 
the Syracusan state to pay its debt of 
gratitnde to Lacedaemon, by joining in 
offensive war against Athens ; and the 
armament was in consequence equipped 
which under his orders earned honor for 
its country in Asia. In his absence 
however his adversaries so prevailed in 
Syracuse, that, within the twelvemonth, 
he was superseded in his foreign com- 
mand, and condemned to banishment. 
Diodes then took upon himself the of- 
fice of legislator. (VII. p. 10.) 
Overtures came to the Peloponnesian com- 
manders from some leading men of the 
wealthy island of Rhodes. The winter 
being already advanced, they laid up 
their fleets in the harbors of the island. 
(IV. p. 205.) Through the intrigues of 
AlciUades, in conjunction with Pisan- 
der, Theramenes, and others, a change 
was effected in the Athenian constitution 
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from democracy to oligarchy. ( p. 219.) 
Leon and Diomedon, baying been ap- 
pointed to supersede Pbrynicbus and 
Scironidas in tbe command of tbe ar- 
mament, moved to Rbodes. (p. 224.) 
The oligarchal party, which through the 
exertions of Pisander bad gained the 
ascendancy at Sainos, yielded again to 
the democraticaly of which Thrasybulus 
and Thrasyllus were supporters, (p. 
240.) A second revolution was effected 
by Theramenes and bis party. The re- 
storation of Alcibiades, and of all who, 
for the same cause, bad absented them* 
selves from their country, was decreed ; 
and the constitution was settled, says 
the cotemporary historian, upon a better 
footing than at any time within my me- 
mory ; a mixed government being esta- 
blished, with the same authority judici- 
ously divided between tbe Few and tbe 
Many. (p. 269.y 
i naval engagement ensued near Abydus, 
in which tbe Athenian fleet, of sixty- 
eight triremes, under Thrasybulus and 
Thrasyllus, defeated the Peloponnesiaii 
of eighty-six, under Mindarus. The 
Athenians erected their trophy on tbe 
headland of Cynos-sema. (IV. p. 276.) 
The Athenians were again victorious in 
a sea-fight near the Trojan shore, (p. 

Thefaithless satrap Tissaphemes, alleging 
orders from tbe king to consider the 
Athenians as enemies, caused Alcibia- 
des to be arrested and sent prisoner to 
Sardis. After a confinement of about a 
month, he escaped to Clazomenas. (IV. 
p. 282.) The naval action near Cyzicus^ 
followed, in which the Peloponnesian 
commander Mindarus was defeated and 
slain, and exery ship carried off by the 
Athenians, (p. 2854 The freedom of 
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clndedy A^b took possession of die 
walls, and Lysander entered the harbour 
of Pirseus with his fleet. So ended the 
Peloponnesian war, in its twenty-seventh 
year ; and so Lacedsemon, now in alli- 
ance with Persia, became again decidedly 
the leading power of Greece, (p. 392.) 
On the surrender of the city, the supreme 
power of the Athenian state was com- 
mitted to a council, composed of thirty 
Athenians, chosen by the conquerors 
out of the anstocratical party, and all of 
them formerly members of the council 
of Four hundred, established by Pi- 
sander. (V. p. 40.) Death of The- 
ramenes. (p. 58.) Death of Critias. 
(p. 66.) The Thirty were deposed, 
and a council of Ten appointed in their 
room. (p. 67.) By a series of conduct, 
as wise and moderate in civil business, 
as able and daring in military, Thra. 
sybulus enjoyed the satisfaction while he 
lived, and through succeeding ages has 
had the glory, of being the restorer ot 
the Athenian commonwealth, the second 
founder of Athens, (p. 77.) 
Fortification of the Port, and improve- 
ment of the naval arsenal at Syracuse 
by Dionysius. (VII. p. 71.) Aristus 
sent as minister from Lacedaemon to 
Syracuse, (p. 81.) 
In the year following that in which the 
Peloponnesian war was concluded, we 
find Nicoteles, a Corinthian, residing 
in Syracuse, apparently not without some 
public character. He engaged deeply 
in the politics of the city, and endea- 
voured to gain Aristus to the party in 
opposition to the existing government. 
He was consequently condemned and 
executed. (VJI. p. 82.) 
The people of Athens were alarmed with- 
information, that the oligarchal refugees 
in £leusis were engaging mercenary 
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troops. The service of all able to bear 
arms was strictly required, and the whole 
strength of the city marched. The 
leaders in Eleusis, trusting themselves 
to a conference, were massacred.. Pro- 
posals of peace and complete amnesty 
were offered and accepted, and the 
refugees, mostly of the noblest and 
wealthiest families of Attica, were re- 
stored to the rights of Athenian citizens. 
Thus at length, the Athenian common- 
wealth was completely restored, and all 
Attica reunited as its territory. (V. 
p. 78.) 

Xenophon was invited by Proxenus to 
the court of Sardis, then about his six 
and twentieth year, (VI. p. 405.) 
Cyrus marched from Sardis, with the 
forces already collected, by Colossi to 
Celasnse in Phrygia. There he was joined 
by the last division of his Grecian forces, 
which now amounted to about eleven 
thousand heavy-armed, and two thou- 
sand targeteers. (V. p. 169.) Battle 
of Cunaxa. (p. 186.) Retreat of the 
Ten Thousand. 
It was while Xenophon was in Asia, or 
about the time of his return, that So- 
crates was condemned and executed. 
(VI. p. 407.) 
The army arrived at Cotyora, a third 
Grecian colony from Sinope, with a 
port on the Euxine sea. (V. p. 269.) 
The lonians, refusing to acknowledge the 
authority of Tissaphemes, sent minis- 
ters to Lacedasmon to solicit protection. 
The Lacedsemonians resolved that the 
lonians should be protected. Thimbron 
was appointed commander-in-chief in 
Asia, with the title of harmost. (V. p. 
334.) 

^^reparations at Syracuse for war with 
Carthage. (VII. p. 98.) Archelaus, 
king of Macedonia, after a «hort but 
X 2 
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beneficial reign, was cut off by a Tiolent 
death, (p. 394.) 
A favojable opportunity occurred for the 
Grecian troops under Xenophon to en- 
gage in the Lacedaemonian service, for 
the war then resolved against Persia. 
(VI. p. 407.) 
Preparations being sufficiently forward, 
Dionysius, by virtue of his office, sum- 
moned the people to assemble, and pro- 
posed war with Carthage. The Syra- 
cusan people assented with zeal, and the 
decree for warwas voted. (VII. p. 107.)' 
On the expiration of his year, Thimbron 
was sentenced to banishment. Dercyl- 
lidas, who succeeded him, was more 
equal to a great and difficult command, 
having already served in Asia under 
Lysander. (V. p. 336.)v 
In the next spring a herald was sent for- 
mally to announce to the Carthaginian 
government the decree of the Syracusan 
people for war. (VII. p. 110.) Motya 
taken by assault. 
In spring, Dercyllidas led the army to 
Lampsacus. He had earned command in 
a manner so superior to his predecessor, 
that, against the general rule, he was 
continued a second year in his situation. 
(V. p. 344.) He raised a rampart across 
the isthmus of the Thracian Chersonese, 
to protect the Grecian settlers from the 
inroads of the neighbouring barbarians, 
(p. 347.) 

A conference being held between Dercyl- 
lidas and the satraps Phamabazus and 
Tissaphernes, Dercyllidas insisted on 
the simple proposition, that ^ all Gre- 
cian cities should be independent.* To 
this the satraps consented. This was 
the first treaty, reported on any authentic 
or even probable testimony, by which, 
since the early times of the Lydian mon- 
archy, it was provided that the Asians 
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Greeks should be completely emanci. 
pated from foreign dominion. (V. p. 
351.) 

Before the conclusion of the Peloponne- 
sian war, Agis king of Lacedsemon being 
»eniy in pursuance of a supposed pro- 
phetical direction, to perform a sacrifice 
to Jupiter at Olympia, the Eleians had 
forbidden the ceremony. The ephors 
assembling the people, it was decreed, 
^ that the Eleians should be chastened.* 
{V. p. 358.) Upon the condition that 
every town of Eleia should be, as a free 
republic, a separate member of the La- 
cedaemonian confederacy, peace was 
made. On his return, Agis was taken 
ill at Herasa, and died soon after his 
arrival at Lacedaemon. (p. 362.) A 
Syracusan, named Herodas, arrived at 
liacedaemon with intelligence of great 
preparations in the ports of Phoenicia. 



were 4;he objects of this great armament. 
Since Leotychidas, who, with Xanthip- 
pus father of Pericles, defeated the army 
of Xerxes at Mycale, a Spartan king 
had never crossed the iEgean. Agesi- 
laus now ofiered himself for the com- 
mand.

Amyntas [became king of Macedonia, 
nearly about the time of the successes 
of Agesilaus, king of Lacedsemon, in 
Asia, (Vll. p. 296 ) 
Pbliniabazus, embarking, in spring, with 
tile Athenian Conon for his vice-admi- 
nil, sailed among the islands of the 
yl^^ireau ; and from thence to the Laqo- 
niau coast. (VI. p. 38.) Restoration 
of the long walls of Athens, (p. 39.) 
Circunutances which brought forward 
for faititic»f|cal notice the little republic of 
PhlioJB, hitherto obscure among the com- 
plicated politics and wars of Greece, 
opened also the first field of fame for 
Iphicrates and his system, (p. 44.) 
Humbled and distressed, pressed by 
land and by sea, abroad and at home, 
and at a loss for measures, the Lacedse* 
monians turned their thoughts to a re- 
conciltation with Persia. Antalcidas 
was sent ambassador to Sardis. (p. 49.) 
Conon imprisoned by the satrap Teri- 
bazus, (p. 60.) 
Expeditions of Agesilaus into Argolisand 
Corinthia. (VI. p. 51.) Slaughter of 
a LiacedfiBmonian mora by Iphicrates.

A treaty was concluded between Dionjsius 
and Magon, hj which it was stipulated 
that Carthage should interfere no more 
among the Sicels.

After the conclusion of the Feloponnesian 
War, the Many in the island of Ithodes 
had for some time rested under the go- 
vemment of the Few. But, when the 
Lacedaemonian interest in Asia was 
suddenly overthrown, t^p democratical 
party forming connection with Athens, 
obtained the superiority; and all the 
men of higher rank were expelled. Lar 
ceda&mon, of course, became their refuge. 
The Lacedaemonian administration 
thought it important to prevent such an 
accession to the Athenian dominion: 
and so little was apprehended from the 
fleet lately so formidable unjder Conon, 
that eight triremes were supposed suffix 
cient for the purpose. But the Rho- 
dians themselves possessed twice the 
number of ships of war; so that the 
Lacedaemonian squadron, having reach- 
ed the port of C nidus, in want of an 
object to which its strength was equal, 
remained mostly there.

eace dictated to Greece by the Lacedae- 
monian government, in the king of Per- 
sia's name, commonly called the Peace 
of Antalcidas. (p 91.) The Lace- 
daemonians proceeded to take into con- 
sideration the state of their confederacy. 
The Mantineans were required to de- 
stroy their fortifications i and the Phli- 
asians to receive the exiles, (p. 100. 
104.) 

t is said to have been about the twentieth 
year of his reign, and the fifty-second of 
his life, that Artaxerxes, king of Persia, 
undertook in person an expedition 
against the Cadusians, inhabiting the 
country between the Caspian and the 
Euxine seas, now Circassia and Geor- 
gia. So ill was this expedition planned 
or executed, that, after considerable loss, 
the great king obtained by treaty, with 
difficulty, through efforts of policy, 
safety for himself and army, by a dis- 
honourable retreat. (IX. p. 170.) 
Siege of Rhegium by Dionysius. (VII. 
p. 157.) Peace throughout Sicily and 
Italy. 

Invasion of Sicily and Italy by Magon, 
successor in command to Imilcon. 
Dionysius himself opposed Magon in 
Sicily, and, the armies coming to a 
general action at Cabala, he gained a 
comp}ete victoiy. Magon was one of 
ten diousand said to have been killed. 
Nevertheless the power of Carthage 
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enabled the son of Magon, m the same 
snnimer, to revenge his father's death. 
He met the Greeks at Cronium, defeated 
them, and Leptines, brother of Diony- 
sins, himself fell. Xhe lo^s of ihe coib- 
querors however appears to have been 
great ; for a treaty was soon concluded j 
and the pe^ace which ensued lasted sii.- 
teen years. (VI I , p. 163 i) 

During more than two years, nothin^^ 
occurred for the historian's notice. 
This quiet was «t length interrupted by 
the arrival of ministers, at Lacedaemon, 
from the Grecian towns of Acanthus 
and ApoUonia in Thrace; in conse- 
quence of the growing power of Olyn- 
thus, and the confederacy between it, 
Thebes, and Athens. (VI. p. J05.) Eu- 
damidas was ordered immediately to 
proceed to Thrace, with two thousand 
Laconians ; while his brother Phcebi- 
das remained to collect and conduct the 
troops which were to follow, l^hcebi- 
das, with mistaken zeal, quitting the 
line of his instructions, gave (ire to a 
train of evils, of a length and compli- 
cacy beyond human foresight then to 
discover or imagine. In his march 
northward, he encamped under the nails 
of Thebes, (p. 113.) Faction was 
violent ; and the parties so nearly ba- 
lanced, that Ismenias and Leontiades, 
contending chiefs, were together in the 
office of polemarc. Through the trea- 
chery of the latter, a LacedsBinonian 
garrison took possession of the Theban 
citadel. Ismenias was brought to trial 
and executed, (p. 118.) Teleutias was 
appointed to the command-in-chief in 
Thrace. He assembled in Potidsea a 
very powerful army, which he led di- 
rectly to Olynthus. (p. 121 .) 

Defeat and death of Teleutias. (p. 1250 
Agesipolis appointed to the command- 
in-chief Rebellion of Phlius. (p. 128.) 
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All resources at length failing, Delphion 
gave the word, and a herald was sent to 
Agesilaus, requesting a truce, that mi- 
m»ters might carry to Lacedsemon a de- 
cree of the Phliasian people, for surren- 
dering the city to the pleasure of the 
Lacedaemonian government, (p. 131.) 
Death of Agesipolis. (p. 133.) 
War of Evagoras with Persia. (VI. p. 
368.) 

Polybiades, the successor of Agesipolis, 
became master of the country ; the Olyn- 
thians could receive no relief by sea ; 
famine pressed, and they sent ambassar 
dors to Lacedaemon to sue for peace. 
It was granted upon the usual terms of 
subordinate alliance. (VI. p. 135.) Plot 
for a revolution at Thebes and the re- 
storation of democracy, concerted be- 
tween Phyllidas and Mellon, (p. 139.) 
Cleombrotus, who had succeeded Agesi- 
polis in the throne of the Eurysthenid 
family, was directed to take the com- 
niand of an army into Boeotia. (p. 150.) 
Pelopidas and Epaminondas were be. 
coming eminent in Thebes, (p. 153.) 
Alliance of Athens with Thebes, (p. 
157.) 

The Peloponuesian army was again asr* 
sembled in spring, and Age^laus again 
took the command, (p. 162.) Supplies 
obtained by Thebes from Euboea. (p. 
164.) 

The disposition to yield, which want I^ad 
begun to excite among the Thebans, 
being obviated, it remained for the La- 
cedaemonians, with the returning season, 
to repeat the invasion of Boeotia. Ai| 
accidental injury to a blood vessel had 
disabled Agesilaus for military com- 
mand. Cleombrotus was therefore again 
placed at the head of the army. (p. 165.) 
Thebes applied to Athens for naval 
protection, and a fleet of sixty triremei^ 
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was sent, under the command of Timo^ 
theuSy son of Conon, to circumnavigate 
Peloponnes\is, and alarm the coast, 
(p. 167.) Sudden peace, and hasty 
breach, between Athena and Lacedas- 
mon. (p. 170.) Siege of Corcyra by 
Mnasippus. (p. 173.) Death of ,Mna- 
sippus. (p. 177.) Successes of Ipl^- 
crates. (p. 179.) 
A general peace negotiated by Athens 
with Lacedaemon, on the basis of uni- 
versal independency for Grecian cities, 
(p. 189.) Refusal of Thebes to accede 
to the terms of the treaty, (p. 191.) 
Orders were sent for Cleombrotus to 
prosecute hostilities against Thebes, 
unless the independency of the Boeo- 
tian towns were immediately admitted, 
rp. 193.) Battle of Leuctra. Death of 
Cleombrotus. (p. 197.) Intelligence 
of the fatal blow reached Lacedsemon 
on the last day of the festival called the 
Naked Games, (p. 203.) 
More than twenty years Xenophon seems 
to have resided at Scyllus, personally 
undisturbed. But the battle of Leuctra 
made a great and unfortunate change 
for him. The Eleians, hitherto re- 
pressed by an overbearing power, as- 
serted their sovereignty over the Tri- 
phylians. The Tnphylians resisted, 
and applied to Arcadia for protection. 
War followed between Arcadia and 
Elis ; violence and confusion super- 
seded law and order, more or less during 
seven or eight years, in that before 

Seaceful and happy part of Greece. 
Uiance was at length renewed between 
Elis and Laeeda&mon ; and, under pro- 
tection of the Eleian, as before of the 
Lacedaemonian, Xenophon was allowed 
to continue his residence at Scillus, 
and to preserve his property. (VI. p. 
432.) 
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)iodoru8 refers to tlie second year of the 
I02d Olympiad, a sedition at Argos, for 
its enormity called the Scytalism. (V I. 
p. 381.) 

Assassination of Jason, Tagus of Tbes- ' 
saly. (Yl. p. 214.) Arcama united and 
Megiuopolis founded, (p. 228.) In- 
yasion of Arcadia by Airesilaus. (p. 
230.) 

Amyntas dying in advanced age, left by 
bis queen Eurydice three sons, Alex- 
ander, who succeeded him, scarcely 
arnyed at manhood, and Perdiccas and 
Philip, stiU bovs. (V f I. p. 306. ) 
The youthful Alexanaer, soon after bis 
return from Thessaly, was assassinated. 
(VII. p. 308.) His brotlier Perdiccas 
succeeded. 
Invasion of Laconia, by the army of the 
Theban confederacy, under Epaminon- 
das. (VI. p. 234.) 
In the existing pressure upon Lacedaemon, 
it was of great importance for them to 
hold connection with Athens. Ministers 
were therefore sent thither, fully em- 
powered to agree upon the system of 
command, and the plan of operations 
for the next campaign. It was ulti- 
mately voted that the command, both 
by sea and Icmd^ should be alternately 
five days with the Athenians and five 
with the Lacedemonians, (p. 245.) 
In spring an army was assembled at 
Cbrint&, to prevent the passage of the 
Thebans and their northern aBies into 
Peloponnesus. But the superior abili- 
ties of the Theban leaders prevailed, 
(p. 247.) Alienation of Arcadia from the 
Theban interest, by Lycomedes 'of Man- 
tineia. (p. 250.) The tearless battle, 
won by Archidamus, son of Agesilaus. 
(p. 255.) Attempt of Pelopidas and the 
: Thebans, to acquire the empfre of 
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Greece, through the support of Persia, 
defeated, (p. 265.) 
The democratical party in Achaia com* 
municated with Thebes; it was therefore 
resolved, at Thebes, that the army of 
the confederacy should march into 
Achaia, and Epaminondas was appoint- 
ed to the command, (p. 270.) Action 
of the Nemean glen, In which ^Sschines 
distinguished himself (p. 278.) The 
Athenian exiles made themselves mas- 
ters of the town and port of Oropus, in 
Attica, on the border of Boeotia. (p. 296.) 
The town of Cos founded, in the island 
of the same name. (p. 393.) Death of 
Lycomedes. (p. 299.) Peace between 
Corinth and Thebes, (p. 302.) 
War broke out again between the Sicilians 
and Carthaginians. In the course of 
the winter, negotiation was opened, 
which produced a truce; soon after 
which Dionysius was seized with a dis- 
order, of which he died. (VII. p. 178.) 
Election of the second Dionysius to the 
dignity of General-autocrator ; peatce of 
eleven years after his accession, (p. 192.) 
War of Arcadia and Elis. (VI. p. 308.) 
War of Thebes in Thessaly against 
Alexander of Pherse. Death of Pelo- 
pidas. (p. 313.) 
A new invasion of Eleia by the Arcadians, 
and a new defeat of the Eleians in batde, 
compelled attention from the Lacedae- 
monian government. Archidamus was 
therefore placed at the head of an army, 
with which he invaded Arcadia, (p. 
315.) Battleof Olympia. (p. 323.) Sa- 
crilegious robbery of the Olympian 
treasury, by tlie democratical admini- 
stration of Arcadia, (p. 324.) 
paminondas collected a naval force so 
unexpectedly, and conducted it so ably, 
that Laches, who commanded the Athe-

the states of Rhodes, Chios, and By- 
zantium, renouncing the Athenian con- 
federacy, engaged in alliance with The- 
bes. (VI. p. 339.) Fourth invasion of 
Peloponnesus by Bpaminondas. (p. 
341.) Second invasion of Laconia. (p. 
347.) 

3attle of Mantineia. Death of Epami^ 
nondas. (p. 356.) Pammenes, the friend 
of Bpaminondas, sent to compose trou- 
bles in Arcadia, (p. 361.) Expedition 
of Agesilaus to Egypt, (p. 373.) Sick- 
ening on the voyage homewards, he put 
into a port of the Cyrenaic territory, 
and died there, (p. 377.) Attempt 
made by the Athenians under Iphicrates 
to recover Amphipblis. #(¥11. p. 356.) 
\bout the time of the battle of Mantineia, 
a rebellion of all the western maritime 
provinces of Persia broke out. (VI. p. 
370.) Among these troubles of his' 
family and his empire, in the forty- 
fourth year of his reign, and about the 
seventy-sixth of his age, Artaxerxes 
Mnemon died. (IX. p. 174.) 
i^erdiccas took the lead of his forces to' 
repel the invasion of Bardylis the Illy- 
rian chief, and, in a battle ensuing, was" 
defeated and slain. The Macedonian 
crown thus devolved to Philip, only 
surviving son of Amyntas. (VII. p. 
317.) 

The Athenian government sent an arma^ 
ment under Timotheus to cooperate 
with Ariobaraanes, the satrap of Phry- 
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mander subsequently united his forces 
with those of Philip in the siege of Poti- 
daea an4 reduction of Olynthus. (VII. 
p. 357.) 

Rhodes, Chios, Bjrsantium, and T Cos, 
r Buppc^ed by Maii«olu»> prince of Caria^^ 
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revolted from the dominion of Athens. 
(Vll. p. 377.) 
Dion was detected in a conspiracy for 
overthrowing the existing administration 
of Syracuse, and establishing himself 
in the chief authority ; he was in con- 
sequence banished, and Heraclides about 
the same time. (VII. p. 198.) 
Peace was made between the two govern- 
ments of Macedonia and Olynthus, and 
alliance against Athens. (VII. p. 389.) 
At kngth after the establishment of 
peace with Thrace by Chabrias, a coa- 
lition[[of parties took place, apparently 
through concession of the moderate to 
the high democratical, or war-party. 
Chares, the most eminent officer of that 
party, was appointed; Chabrias con- 
^^nted to serve under him ; and it was 
resolved to carry attack first against 
Chios. The resolutiom was taken to 
force the way into the harbour. In this 
enterprize Chabrias fell. (p. 425.) 
Dion became master of Syracuse without 
a blow, the island only excepted. Uni- 
versal acclamation raised him and his 
brother Megacles to the high office of 
autocrator-generals. (VII. p. 203.) 
Dion had quickly ceased to be the god 
who could^command the minds of men. 
Already symptoms of dissatisfaction had 
appeared among the multitude, when 
Heraclides arrived from Peloponnesus, 
and was received with extensive satis- 
faction. Dion was compelled to con- 
cede so far, that, the command-in-chief 
of the land ^ force remaining to him, 
Heraclides was appointed, by a popular 
decree, to the independent command of 
the fleet, (p. 205.) Death of Phi- 
listus. (p. 207.) 
Chares, notwithstanding his failure at 
Chios, remained commander-in-chief of 
the republic's forces. The allies mean- 
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while were active. In the next spring, 
while Chares had only sixty ships, they 
put to sea with a hundred. They plun- 
dered Imbrus and Lemnus, and then 
proceeded against Samoa* Iphicrates 
and Timotl^eus consented to serve with 
the fayourite general of the multitude. 
Sixty triremes were rapidly equipped, 
and hastened, under their orders, to join 
the fleet under Chares. (VII. p. 428.) 
Trial of Timotheus and Iphicrates. 
The latter was acquitted ; the former 
was condemned in a fine of nearly 
twenty thousand pounds sterling. This 
operating as a deeree of banishment for 
life, he spent the remainder of an ho- 
nourable old age at Chalcis in Euboea. 
(p. 432.) The political victory of Cha- 
res was, for the moment, decisive : he 
remained sole commander of the great 
armament on the Asiatic station. In 
the want of funds for its support, he 
went to Bithynia to assist the rebel 
satrap Artabazus. (p. 433.) Peace 
was made with the confederates on dis- 
advantageous and degrading terms. 
The claim of the Athenian people to 
political authority over the states of 
Rhodes, Cos, Chios, and Byzantium, 
was given up for ever. (p. 443.) In 
the next year after that in which the 
Athenians made peace with their re- 
volted allies, a new war, (namely the 
Phocian or Sacred War,) originating 
with a people hitherto of little name, 
quickly involved all the European con- 
tinental republics, and led to conse- 
quences most momentous, not for Greece 
only, but for the whole civilized world. 
(VIII. p. 2.) Prosecution of Lace- 
daemon by the Thebans in the court of 
the Amphictyons, for seizing the citadel 
of Thebes, (p. 21.) Also of the Pho- 
cians, for the sacrilege of cultivating the^ 
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Cirrhean land. (p. 26.) Decree of the 
Ampbictyons against Laceda^mon and 
Phocis. (p. 39.) Philomelas general 
of the Phocians. 
Bnccesses of Philip in Illyria and Thrace ; 
victory in the Olympian race 5 birth of 
Alexander. (VIII. p. 66.) 
is Philomelas had entered Loeris prin- 
cipally to find sabsistence for his troops, 
»o for sabsistence, it would become ne- 
cessary for him to withdraw again into 
Phocis ; and, ainong the moantains, 
pressed in his retreat, he received a 
mortal wonnd. (VIII. p. 50.) His 
next brother Onomarchus, was raised 
by election of the Phocian people to 
the arduous office which he had so ably 
held. (p. 56.) 
The satrap of Bithynia, Artabaxus, who 
had been relieved, as we have seen, by 
Chares, negotiated again among the 
Grecian republics for assistance ; aud 
engaged the Theban Pammenes. (VIIK 
p. 54. 78.) A rumor was at this time 
revived at Athens, that a large fleet was 
preparing in the ports of PhcBuicia, to 
bring a Persian army to Greece. The 
war-party urged that the best and safest 
way to obviate the threatened evil was 
to invade the enemy's country. De- 
mosthenes made now probably the first 
of his speeches ever published : (ttb^I 
IlviJifJiO^ioov.) He spoke in opposition, 
and the opposition succeeded. The 
war-party abandoned their measure, 
and no hostility being committed by 
Athens, none followed from Persia, (p. 
78. 120.) War. concerted by Athens, 
between Macedonia and Methone : and 
rebellion against Kersobleptes, king of 
Thrace, (p. 81.) 
Thronium, and Amphissa, taken by Ono- 
marchus; and Orchomenus added to 
the Phocian alliance. (Vlll. p. 58.) 
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Chares appointed general-autocrator for 
command in Thrace. Sestus taken; 
surrender of the Chersonese to the 
Athenians by Kersobleptes ; colonists 
sent thither from Athens, (p. 82.) 
In the course of the siege of Methone, 
Philip received a wound which de- 
prived him of the sight of an eye. The 
Methonseans, unable to withstand the 
pressure longer, capitulated. The town 
was dismantled, and, with its territory, 
added to the Macedonian kingdom, (p. 
92.) Onomarchus defeated the king of 
Macedonia in Thessaly in two succes- 
sive battles, and reduced him to such 
difficulty and danger, that his retreat, at 
length effected into his own country, 
was reckoned among the most masterly 
military operations of antiquity, (p. 93.) 
Defeat of the Thebans, and acquisition 
of Coroneia to the Phocian alliance, 
(p. 94.) Defeat and death of Onomar- 
chus in the Pagaseean bay. (p. 94.) 
His brother Phayllus elected general, 
(p. 102.) Oration ttb^) XvvTOC^ecug de- 
livered by Demosthenes, (p. 121.) 
All the Epicnemidian Locris gaiued to 
the Phocian alliance. Soon after this 
conquest, in the third year only yet of 
the war, the Phocians had the misfor- 
tune to lose Phayllus by a consumptive 
disorder. Phalsecus, son of Onomar- 
chus, was raised to the first dignity, 
civil and military, with the continued 
title of general-autocrator. Being under 
age, Mnaseas, one of the most confi- 
dential friends of the former generals, 
was appointed his colleague ; but lost 
his life in action very soon after his 
elevation. (VIII. p. 104.) A Lace- 
daemonian army under Archidamus 
marched into the Megolopolitan terri- 
tory. The Theban general Cephisioni 
led four thousand foot with five hundred 
Y 2 
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horse into Peloponnesus ; several battks 
ensued with various success. Peace was 
made betweeii the Lacedsemonians and 
MegalopolitahSy leaving things nearly 
as they stood before the war^ and the 
Theban forces withdrew from Pelopos^-. 
nesus. (p. 132.)" Phoclfon commander 
of the Athenian forces in Eubcea ; bat- 
tle of Tamyn®. (p. 149. ) 
Assassination of Dion. Thus, with hift 
life, ended the administration et Dioli^ 
about four years after his return from 
Peloponnesus, and about the fifty-fifth 
of his age. (VII. p. 224.) 
Oallippus, a foreigner of Ionian race, sta 
Athenian, of character stained with im- 
putation of the murder of Dion, ruled 
with sovereign power during thirteen 
months. Hipparinus, son of the elder 
Dionysius, by Aristomache, sister of 
Dion, arriving in a critical moment 
when Callippus was absent on some 
expedition, a revolution was effected in 
his favor, and he held tlie chief power 
two years. ( VI I . p. 22(5.) 
The Thebans, wearied and exbausted by 
the protraction of the Sacred War, sent 
an embassy to Arlaxcrxes Ochus, king 
of Persia. (VIII. p. 151.) About the 
same time, Ochus having the recovery 
of Egypt in view, sent Persian agents to 
all the cities of Greece to hire troops ; 
and two men of the first eminence, JLia- 
crates of Thebes, and Nicostratus of Ar- 
gos, were engaged as commanders. The 
Grecian force engaged for the Persian 
service all passed by sea to Sidon ; 
where joining the troops under Mentor, 
the largest Grecian army was formed 
that perhaps ever was employed in a 
foreign service. (IX. p. 187.) Thus 
Egypt, alienated above sixty years, was, 
in a few months, recovered to the Per- 
sian empire, (p, 189.) 
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So matters were managed, that a majority 
was obtained in the Olynthian assembly, 
for entering into engagements with 
Athens, contrary to engagements with 
Macedonia ; and a peace, accommoda- 
ting the interests of the two republics 
exclusively, orrather of the leading party 
in each, was concluded. ryilF. p. 161.) 
The eloquence of Demosthenes and the 
influence of Chares, the blazoned impor- 
tance of the acquisition of Olynthus to 
the Athenian alliance, and the promise 
of gr^at advantages to ensue, appear to 
have produced,amongthe Athenian peo- 
ple, an extraordinary zeal for the prose« 
cution of war against Macedonia. A 
force was decreed, such as never, since 
the fatal Sicilian expedition, had been 
sent on foreign service. C hares, to whom 
the command-in -chief was committed by 
sea and land, immediately set sail with 
thirty triremes ; Charidemus joined him 
with eighteen more and four thousand 
men. (p. 172.) 
Two thousand heavy-armed, and three 
hundred horse, all Athenian citizens, 
embarked to reinforce the army before 
employed, and Chares remained com- 
mander-in-chief. (VI U. p. 176.) Sur- 
render of Olynthus to Philip, (p. 179.) 
Embassy often, among them Demosthenes, 
to Pella. (p. 200.) Embassy of Three, 
Parmenio, Antipater, and Eurylochus, 
to Athens, (p. 207.) Decree for peace 
and alliance with Macedonia, (p. 208.) 
Victory of the Pbocians over the The- 
bans, near Hedylium. (p. 217.) 
Theban embassy to Pella. (p. 218.) End 
of the Sacred War. (p. 251.) Decree of 
the Athenian people in opposition t6tB« 
claim of the king of Macedonia to be ma 
Amphictyon. (p. 272.) 
Impeachment of Philocrates, 
moved the repeal of the decrf 
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intercourse of heralds with Macedonia. 
Mission of Hegesippus to Macedonia, 
(p. 282.) 

The Syracusans, divided into factions, and 
compelled to submit to many, and great, 
and various tyrannies, at length came to 
the resolution of sending to their mother- 
city, Corinth, for a general. (YII. p. 
228.) Restoration of Dionysius. 
The force with which Timoleon left the 
Grecian shores, including three triremes 
ifumished by the Corinthian colonies of 
Leucadia and Corcyra, with which he 
sailed, professing the purpose of deliver- 
ing the Sicilian cities from tyranny, and 
avenging the Grecian cause against the 
Carthag^ans, consisted of only ten 
ships of war and seven hundred soldiers. 
(YII. p. 240.) He became master of 
two quarters of Syracuse, Tyche and 
Epipolfle. (D. 244.) 
War of Macedonia in Thrace and Scythia. 
Colony from Athens to the Thracian 
Chersonese, under Diopeithes, com- 
mander in Thrace. Oration on the 
Chersonese ; third Philippic ; Demos- 
thenes First Minister of Athens. (VIII. 
p. 306-322.) 
In the following spring, while Syracuse 
was yet divided between the three con- 
tending parties, Dionysius holding the 
island, Icetes Achradina and Neapolis, 
and Timoleon Tyche and Epipolae, a 
Carthaginian fleet, under Hanno, en. 
tered the harbour, and landed an army, 
stated at fifty thousand men. (VII. p. 
245.) 

Embassies to Macedonia, and Oration re- 
lative to Haloneisus. (VIII. p. 295.) 

In the following spring, the island and 
its citadel were surrendered to Timo- 
leon ; Dionysius, with his immediate 
friends, passed to Corinth. (VII. p. 
247.) 
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Under the management of Demosthenes a 
treaty was concluded, by which, all 
claim of dominion of the Athenian peo- 
ple over, not Chalcis only, but Eretria, 
Orens, in effect all Eubcea was surren - 
dered ; those cities were made as com- 
pletely independent, as Byzantium, and 
the allied islands, by the peace con- 
cluding the confederate war. (VIII. 
p. 8320 

Under direction of the Athenian govern- 
mertt, a powerful fleet was assembled in 
the Hellespont, and Chares took the 
command. He was defeated, near By- 
zantium, by the Macedonian fleet, under 
the orders of Amyntas. Phocion was 
sent to supersede him in the command. 
(VIII. p. 360.) 
Demosthenes conceded the lead in public 
business to Phocion and his party. The 
trsmquillity ensuing from his retirement, 
during the year following the Helles- 
pontine war, is marked by the historian 
by a complete omission of notice of both 
Grecian afl^s and Macedonia. (VIII. 
p. 371 .) New Sacred War. (p. 379.) 
Second Epistle of Isocrates to Philip. 
Election of Philip to the office of Gene- 
ral of the Amphictyons. (p. 382.) 
Alliance of Thebes with Athens ; and war 
with Philip and the Amphictyonic army. 
(VIII. p. 415.) Battle of Chaeroneia. 
(p. 427.) Death of Artaxerxes Ochus, 
king of Persia. Arses, said to have 
been the youngest son of Ochus, was 
raised to tne throne. He lived only to 
die third year of his elevation, and was 
succeeded!^ Darius Codoquannus. (IX. 
p. 195. 196.) 
A very powerful armament passed from 
Africa to Sicily- (VlLp.251.) Battle 
<^ the Crimesus. Tne victory 
complete ; the Carthaginian camp w^is 
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taken, and the booty was rich enough 
to afford gratifying i*eward for the con- 
querors, (p. 256.) Peace with Car- 
thage, (p. 259.) Diodorus, if oui* copies 
give the number rightly, says that Ti- 
moleon lived only eight years after his 
first arrival in Sicily, and only two after 
his victory of the Crimesus. (p. 273.) 
In the spring following the battle of Che- 
roneia, Philip took preliminary measures 
whicli were a decisive beginning of waj- 
with Persia. In the midst o^ a joyfiii 
solemnity on the occasion of the marri- 
age of liis daughter Cleopatra, as he 
was entering the theatre, Pausanias 
stabbed him, and he fell dead. (VIII. 
p. 455.) 

Tumult, immediately ensuing, appears 
however to have subsided on die quickly 
following death of the assassin. Alex- 
ander's friends assembled about him. 
Arming themselves they conducted him, 
according to the custom, growing out of 
the frequently convulsed state of the go- 
vernment, and extensively the custom 
of early times^ in military procession to 
the throne, and without opposition seat- 
ed him there. (IX. p. 100.) 

The prevailing voice was for war with Per- 
sia, under the command of the young 
king of Macedonia, elected captain- 
general of Greece. The forces were as- 
sembled at Amphipolis ; and thence, in 
the spring of the year, marched to the 
Hellespont, (p. 207.) Battle of the 
Granicus. (p. 227.) 

Alexander's second Campaign in Asia. 
All Asia within Taurus now acknow-> 
ledged his sovereignty, (p. 307.) Bat- 
tle of Issus. (p. 337.)

AH Eleia, all Ar^ 
cadia, except Megalopolis, and all 
Achaia, renounced the confederacy un- 
der the lead of Macedonia, and joined 
Lacedsemon in v?ar, equally against Ma- 
cedonia and all Greek republics who 
might adhere to the confederacy. A 
small force of the opposing Pelopon- 
nesian states was overborne and de- 
stroyed or dispersed ; and siege was 
laid to the only adverse Arcadian city.
